Shelby,  and  the  troops  un- 
der their  command  for  the  victory  on  the  river 
Thames,  and  as  to  the  statement  made  by  Gov. 
Turner,  a Senator  from  the  state  of  North  Ca- 
rolina, whilst  this  subject  was  before  the  Se- 
nate, we  have  to  remark,  that  whilst  the  Senate 
were  acting  on  the  resolution  alluded  to.  Gov. 
Turner  observed.  “ that  he  had  been  informed 
that  in  a council  of  war,  held  at  Sandwich  in 
U C.  Gen  Harrison  was  opposed  to  ihe  pursuit 
of  Cen.  Proctor’s  army  ; that  Gov.  Shelby  be- 
came warm  and  declared  if  General  Harrision 
would  not  pursue,  that  he,  with  the  Kentucky 
troops,  would;  that  to  his  urgency  Gen.  Har- 
rison reluctantly  yielded.”  This  statement,  in 
substance,  was  made  as  Gov  Turner  then  said, 
upon  the  authority  of  a Major-General  of  Mi-' 
litia,  who  had  been  in  the  council  of  war  and 
was  then  a member  of  the  House  of  Kepresen 
atives  in  Congress.

a land  office  should  be  established  at  Kas- 
kaskia,  for  ihe  disposal  of  cerium  lands  descri- 
bed in  the  said  acts  And  whereas,  by  the  act 
of  Congress  passed  the  twenty-thnd  of  Febru- 
ary, It  12,  entitled  •“  an  act  to  establish  a land 
district  in  the  Illinois  territory,  east  of  the  dis- 
trict of  Kuska.-kiu,  and  to*  attach  certain  pub- 
lic lands  to  the  district  of  Jefferson  ville,”  it 
was  enacted,  that  a land  office  should  be  estab- 
lished at Sliawnoetown,  for  ihe  sale  of  the  pub- 
lic lands  in  the  district  of  Kaskaskia,  which  lie 
east  of  the  third  principal  meridian  line.

line  in  said  territory.  And  whereas,  it  was  fur- 
ther enacted  by  the  acts  ab.we  recited,  that 
the  said  bnds,  with  the  exception  of  lands  re- 
served by  law,  for  schools  and  seminaries  of 
learning,  o-  for  the  use  of  Salines,  or  reserved 
*o  satisfy  private  claims ; or  reserved  for  other 
purposes,  #»•  having  lead  mines  or  salt  springs 
upon  them,  should  be  offered  for  sale  to  ti:e 
highest  bidder,  on  such  day  or  days,  as  should, 
by  a proc  lamation  of  t lie  President  of  the  U. 
States,  be  designated  for  that  purpose,  in  tracts 
of  the  same  size,  and  on  the  same  terms  and 
conditions  as  have  been,  or  might  be  bylaw 
prsvided  for  the  lands  sold  north  of  Ohio,  and 
above  the  mouth  of  Kentucky^fVer.

First  Bulletin  of  the  F.manc'puting  army  of  Ve- 
nezuela. 

The  expedition  from  A'ux  Caves,  planned  hv 
the  Capiain  General  Bolivcr,  and  under  the 
command  of  Admiral  Louis  Brian,  sailed  on 
the  31st  March  from  that  port. 

After  a very  favorable  voyage  they  made  the 
Islands  Tertigus  on  the  1st  May,  and  the 
Heights  of  Margjierita  the  day  after,  when  a 
top, ail  schooner  and  a brig  were  descried, 
whereupon  the  admiral  ordered  the  squadron, 
for  the  purpose  of  detaching  those  vessels  from 
the  shore,  and  to  ascertain  from  whence  they 
sailed,  to  pursue  them  ; this  being  cfiec'ed,  the 
line  of  battle  was  formed  and  the  national  flag 
nailed  *o  the  mainmast.  The  c 'inmandant  fol- 
lowed the  brig  and  schooner,  the  latter  being 
a better  sailer,  hauled  her  wind,  when  the 
schooners  General  M irino,  Jupiter  and  Con -jo 
chased  her,  the  other  vessels  following  the  Ad- 
miral in  chase  of  the  brig.

And  deeply  impressed  with  the  belief  that 
truth  will  triumph  over  error  by  employing  on- 
ly the  weapons  of  reason  and  calm  investiga- 
tion, and  that  decorum  requires  that  this  our 
protest  should  be  accompanied  by  our  reasons 
for  dissenting  from  our  fellow-citizens,  we 
therefore  say, 

1st.  That  according  to  our  views  of  the  23d 
section  of  the  declaration  of  Ollr  rights,  con- 
tained in  the  Constitution  of  Kentucky,  which 
authorises  an  assemblage  of  the  peon  e for 
their  common  good,  &.c  we  consider  the 
mee'ing  as  b"ing  in  direct  opposition  to  it  in 
principle  and  in  letter.  It  declares  that  the 
citizens  have  a right  in  a petyv  able  manner  to 
assemble  together  for  their  common  good,  and 
to  apply  to  those  invested  with  the  powers  of 
the  government  for  redress  of  grievances  or 
other  purposes,  by  petition,  address,  or  remon- 
strance. 

The  principle  intended  to  he  spetired  and 
protected  bv  this  section  incontestibly  is,  that 
the  citizens,  agreeable  to  its  tetter  and  spirit, 
have  the  right  to  assemble,  in  their  civil  capacity 
and  with  an  eye  to  the  preservation  of  their 
civil  liberty,  in  a peaceable  manner,  to  apply 
to  those  invested  with  the  powers  of  govern- 
ment for  redress  of  grievances  or  other  purpo- 
ses. by  petition,  address,  or  remonstrance. 

This  section,  unless  our  understanding  are 
bewildered — unless  we  are  incapable  of  con- 
struing our  rights  and  privileges  when  unequi- 
vocally expressed,  and  the  object  clearly  de- 
fined, admits  not  of  sophistry,  and  discounte- 
nances everv  effort  to  mislead.  In  what  the 
right  consists  is  clearly  stated ; in  what 
manner  to  be  exercised  is  also  clearly  de- 
fined. Will  any  man  admit  that  lie  under- 
stands not  the  meaning  of  those  words,  assem- 
blage of  the  people,  or  citizens  ? Are  not  the 
other  words  of  said  section  equally  as  intelli- 
gible, such  as  officers  of  government,  petition, 
or  remonstrance  ? 

, If  so,  let  it  be  asked,  can  the  meeting  of  a 

" militia  company  for  purposes  not  within  the 
meaning  or  letter  of  that  section,  is  in  confor- 
mity to,  or  authorised  by  it  ? We  infer  no*. 

Let  us  also  enquire  of  the  captain  and  those 
composing  the  meeting,  from  what  part  of  our 
Constitution,  the  book  or  page,  either  in  letter 
or  in  spirit,  do  they  pretend  the  right  to  hold 
that  meeting  for  selecting  a proper  person  to 
represent  us  in  the  next  congress  ? It  is  not  de- 
rived  from  that  section;  and  we  had  understood 
that  the  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding 
elections  for  senators  and  representatives  in 
congress,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  state  by 
the  legislature  thereof : but  the  congress  may 
at  any  time  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  ex- 
cept S3  to  places  of.  choosing  senators.  [Art. 

1st,  Sec.  4,  Constitution  of  the  United  States  ] 

Are  our  constitution  and  laws  silent  on  tins 
subject?  Have  they  failed  to  point  out  the 
mode  ? Is  it  necessary  for  us  to  say  that  the 
times,  places  and  manner  are  prescribed  ? The 
first  Monday  in  August,  our  respective  seats  of 
justice  and  precincts,  and  the  particular  man- 
ner in  which  our  votes  are  to  be  given,  for  in- 
stance, viva  voce,  instead  of  bullotting,  and  be- 
fiire  regularly  constituted  judges  of.  the  qual- 
ifications of  electors,  &c.  are  provisions  too  fa- 
miliar to  require  particular  investigation.  It

The  captain  was  found  dead  in  the  cabin, 
having  received  a snot  through  the  head,  as 
were  also  the  lieutenant  ami  surgeon  : on  the 
decks  and  in  the  hold  ther?  vv^re  42  killed  and 
31  wounded,  besides  a number  who  jumped 
ov^rhuard  and  were  drownrd.  The  brig  i a man 
oF  war,  called  the  Imrepido,  of  fourteen  b 
pounders,  among  which  wore  six.  brass  rulvc- 
rios,  and  she  bad  on  board  140 -men,  her  com- 
mander was  lieutenant  of  the  Jglesia  fi  iga*c. 

Af  5 Th  Vf.  after  exchanging  a few  broadsides,! 
the  schooner  struck  her  colors  to  the  General 
Marino  just  as  the  l itter  was  in  the  act  of 
bosird.ng  her  ; the  captain  was  badly  wound- 
ed, and  we  found  16  of  the  men  killed  and 
wounded  She  is  a king’s  schooner  called  the 
Krta,  mountingone  long  18  on  a swivel,  two  24 
pound  carronades.  and  two  double  fortified  18 
pounders,  vr it  1 1 a crew  of  90  men.  Her  com 
mandor  was  second  lieutenant  of  the  fligatc 
Mateo  Cutnpo. 

On  our  side  there  tr^re  only  on  board  the 
Commandjnt  7 killed  and  8 wounded,  among 
the  former  that  brave  officer  Bartlu'h  mi.

That  onr  readem  mat  have  some  idea  of  the  lead- 
ing features  ot  lie*  Constitution  of  the  new  Slate, 

we  give  the  folio.-,  ing  outlines,  copied  from  the 

Indiana  Register 

The  seat  of  government  is  fixed  at  Cory. Ion 
for  nine  years. 

The  Constitution  not  subject  to  amendment 
until  after  12  vears,  in  anyone  of  its  provisions, 
and  never  in  the  one  excluding  involuntary  sla- 
vent. 

The  executive  part  of  the  government  is  to 
be  composed  a of  governor,  with  a salary  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  per  annum,  to  be  elected  by 
the  people  for  three  years  and  m iv  be  re-elect- 
ed once a lieutenant  who  is  elected  in  like 

manner,  for  .a  like  term,  and  is  to  receive  two 
dollars  per  day  during  the  session  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

The  legislative  part  a house  of  representa 
fives  and  senate — the  latter  elected  every  three 
wars,  the  former,  annually  Any  person  is  el 
igihle  for  the  senate  being  25  years  old — for 
the  lower  house  21  years,  holding  when  elected, 
no  office  of  profit.  They  are  to  meet  annu  illv 
on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  except  the 
first  session  which  will  be  in  November. 

The  jud  care.  A supreme  and  circuit  courts 
—the  former,  to  be  composed  of  three  judges, 
to  be  appointed  bv  the  governor  and  senate  for 
seven  years,  to  have  appellate  jurisdiction. 
Sc  to  set  at  the  s-  at  of  government,  with  a salary 
not  exceeding  JJfHO  per  annum — the  latter,  to 
be  held  in  each  county  by  one  presiding  judge, 
who  is  to  be  appointed  by  a joint  ballot  of  the 
legislature  for  seven  years,  and  two  associates 
who  are  to  he  elected  by  the  people  for  seven 
years. 

Sheriff,  clerks  and  justices  are  to  be  elected 
br  the  people — the  sheriff  for  three  years.  . 

Militia  officers  to  be  elected  by  those  subject 
to  militia  dutv— all  above  colonel  by  commis 
sioned  officers. 

There  is  to  be  a state  :-ank  established  at 
the  seat  of  government,  with  one  branch  for  ev- 
ery three  counties — the  branch  hanks  must 
have  55  30,000  each  in  specie  before  they  can 
go  into  operation.

S Cooper, 
and  Mr.  Louis  Comte  of  this  place,  and 
Mr  Smith,  mate  of  the  schr.  Adeline  ; 
this  gentleman  was  severely  wounded  in 
an  attempt  to  fotce  the  guard  some 
months  since  at  St.  Martha,  and  supposed 
by  the  prisoners  who  escaped  to  have 
been  killed  Mr.  Morris  Stanley,  of 
Hartford,  Con.  is  also  among  those  re- 
leased.

inafter directed,  and  in  all  these  cases  the 
claimant  must  declare  on  oath,  tnat  he  has 
not  received  another  horse  from  any  officer  or 
agent  of  she  government  in  lieu  of  the  one 
lost. 

Second  class  of  cases. 

••  Any  person,  wheiher  of  cavalry  or  mount- 
ed riflemen,  or  v .lunteers.  who  in  the  late 
war  aforesaid,  has  sustained  elamage  by  thi 
loss  of  an  horse  in  consequence  of  the  owner 
thereof  being  dism  unted,  or  separated  and 
detached  from  the  same  by  order  of  the  com 

manding  officer,  or  in  consequence  of  the  re 

der  being  killed  or  wounded  in  battle, 
shall  be  allowed  and  paid  ihe  value  of  such 
horse  at  the  time  he  was  received  into  'he  pub- 
lie  service.”  This  class  comprehends  two  de- 
scriptions of  cases 

1st.  When  the  owner  has  been  dismounted 
or  separated  from  and  detached  from  such 
hone  by  order  ol  the  commanding  officer. 

2d  When  the  rider  has  been  killed  or 
wounded  in  battle,  and  the  horse  lost  in  con 
sequence  thereof. 

The  same  evidence,  in  all  respects,  which  is 
required  in  he  first  class  of  cases  will  be  re- 
quired in  this. 

Third  class  of  cases, 

“ Any  person  who,  in  ihe  late  war  aforesaid, 
has  sustained  damage  by  the  loss,  capture  or 
destruction  by  an  enemy  of  any  horse,  mule, 
or  waggon,  cart,  boat,  sleigh  or  harness, 
while  such  property  was  employed  in  the  mil 
itary  service  of  the  United  States,  either  by 
impressment  or  by  contract,  except  in  cases 
where  the  risk  to  which  the  property  would 
be  exposed,  was  agreed  to  be  incurred  by  the 
owner,  if  it  shall  appear  that  such  loss,  cap 
ture  or  destruction  wa9  without  any  fault  or 
negligence  of  the  owner  ; and  any  person  dur- 
ing 'he  time  aforesaid,  who  has  sustained 
damage  by  the  death  of  such  horse,  mule,  or 
in  consequence  of  ladure  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  t>  furnish  sufficient  forage 
while  jn  the  service  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed 
and  puid  the  value  th-reof.'* 

This  class  comprehends  two  cases 

1st  The  loss  or  destruction  of  property 
by  an  enemy,  taken  by  impressment,  or  en- 
gaged by  contract,  in  the  military  service  ofj 
the  United  States,  being  either  an  horse,  a , 
mule,  an  ox.  Waggon,  cart,  boat,  sleigh,  or  j 
harness,  excep'  ing  articles  for  which  the  own- 
ers had  agreed  to  run  all  risks,  or  which , 
were  lost  or  destroyed  by  the  fault  or  negli- j 
gence  of  the  owners. 

2d.  When  an  horse,  mule  or  ox.  90  taken  or  j 
employed1,  has  died  from  the  failure  of  the. 
United  States  to  furnish  sufficient  torage.  1 

In  the  first  of  these  cases,  the  claimant  must 
produce  the  certificate,  of  the  officer  or  agent  | 
of  the  United  Slates  who  impressed  or  con- ! 
tracted  for  the  property  above  mentioned,  and 
of  the  officer,  or  surviving  officer,  under  whose 
immediate  command  it  was  taken  or  destroyed 
by  an  enemy.  Such  certificates,  if  such  offi- 
cers or  agents  at  the  time  of  giving  them  bej 
not  in  the  military  service  of  the  U States, ! 
must  be  sworn  to  and  must  positively  state 
that  the  property  was  not  lost  or  destroyed 
through  the  fault  or  negligence  of  the  owu-i 
er,  and  that  the  owner  did  not  agree  to  run 
all  risks  Furthermore,  the  usual  lure  of  the  i 
articles  so  impressed  or  contracted  for  in  the  I 

country  in  which  they  were  employed  must 
be  seated 

In  the  sepnnd  case,  the  certificate  of  the  of- ! 
fleer  or  agent  cf  the  United  States  under 
whose  command  such  horse,  mule  or  ox,  was 
employed  at  the  time  of  his  death  must  be 
produced. 

Before  any  other  evidence  will  be  received, 
the  claimant  must  make  oath  'hat  it  is  not  in 
hi-,  power  to  produce  that  which  is  above  spe- 
cifioil,  and  further,  that  the  evidence  which 
he  fter9  in  lieu  thereof,  is  ihe  best  which  he 
is  able  to  obtain  In  every  case  the  evidence 
most  ,t*te  distinctly  the  tune,  place  and  man 
Her  of  loss,  and  the  value  tnereof. 

Fourth  class  of  cases. 

“ Any  person  who,  during  the  late  war,  has 
acted  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,  as  a volunteer  or  drafted  militiaman, 
and  who  has  furnished  hims.  If  with  arms  or 
accoutrements,  and  has  sustained  loss  by  the 
capture  or  destruction  of  them,  without  any 
fault  or  negligence  on  his  part,  shall  he  al- 
lowed and  paid  the  value  thereof.” 

This  class  comprehends  two  cases. 

1st  The  loss  of  such  arms  or  accoutre- 
ments by  the  enemy. 


2d.  The  loss  of  the  same  articles  in  any 
other  way,  without  the  fault  or  negligence  of 
the  owner. 

This  provision  does  not  include  the  cloath- 
ing  of  soldiers,  or  the  cloathing  and  arms  of 
officers,  who,  in  all  services,  furnish  at  their 
own  risk  their  own.  The  same  evidence,  in 
all  respects,  is  required  in  this  as  in  the  first 
class,  and  moreover,  that  the  loss  did  not 
happen  from  the  fault  or  negligence  of  the 
owner. 

Fifth  class  of  cases. 

“ When  any  property  has  been  Impressed  dr 
taken,  by  public  authority,  for  the  use  or  sub- 
sistence of  the  army,  during  the  late  war,  and 
the  same  shall  ha'e  been  destroyed,  lost 
or  consumed,  the  owner  of  such  property 
shall  be  paid  the  value  thereof,  deducting 
therefrom  the  amount  which  has  been  paid, 
or  nt«y  be  claimed,  for  the  use  and  risk  of  the 
same,  while  in  the  service  aforesaid.” 

This  provision  relates  to  every  species  of 
property  taken  or  impressed  for  the  use  and 
subsistence  of  the  army,  not  comprehended  in 
any  of  the  preceding  classes,  and  which  shall 
have  been  in  any  manlier  destroyed,  lost  or 
consumed  by  the  army,  including  in  its  scope 
all  kinds  of  provisions,  forage,  fuel,  articles 
for  clothing,  blankets,  arms  and  ammunition, 
in  fact,  every  thing  for  the  use  and  equipment 
of  an  army. 

In  all  these  cases,  the  certificates  of  the 
officers  or  agents  of  the  United  Stales,  taking 
or  impressing  any  of  ihe  aforesaid  articles, 
authenticated  by  the  officer  < ommai  .lo  g the 
corps  lor  whose  use  they  were  taken  or  im- 
pressed — and,  furthermore,  of  the  tficer  and 
agents  under  whose  command,  specifying  the 
value  of  the  articles  so  taken  or  impressed 
and  destroyed,  lost  or  consumed,  and  if  any 
payment  has  been  made  for  the  use  of  the 
'*sie,  the  amount  of  such  payment,  and  if  no 
payment  has  been  made,  the  certificate  must 
stale  that  none  has  been  made. 

Before  any  other  evidence  will  be  received, 
the  claimant  must  make  oath  that  it  is  n it  in 
his  power  t procure  that  which  19  ab-we  spe- 
eded, and  further,  that  the  evidence  which  h< 
offet s in  lieu  thereof,  is  the  best  which  he  1 
-Me  to  obtain 

Under  this  provision,  no  claim  can  be  ad- 
mitted for  any  article  wh  ell  has  not  been  ta 
ken  by  the  ordecs  of  the  Commandant  of  lh< 
corps  for  whose  use  it  may  he  stated  to  have 
been  taken.  For  any  taking,  not  so  author 
ised.  the  party’s  redress  is  against  the  persor 
Committing  it 

ISixth  and  last  class  of  cases. 

" When  any  person,  during  the  l3te  war, 
has  sustained  damage  by  the  destruction  of 
Ins  house  or  budding  by  the  enemy,  while  the 
same  was  occupied  as  a military  dep-.  sit,  un 
der  ihe  authority  ot  an  officer  or  agent  of  the 
United  Slates,  he  shad  be  allowed  or  paid  'lie 
amount  of  such  damage;  provided  it  shall 
appear  tha'  such  occupation  was  the  cause  ol 
such  destruction.” 

In  this  case  the  certificate  of  the  officer  or 
agent,  of  the  United  States,  under  whose  au- 
thority any  such  hou-e  or  building  was  occu- 
pied, must  be  furnished.  Before  any  other 
evidence  to  this  fact  will  be  received,  the 
claimant  must  make  r.sth  that  it  is  not  in  his 
power  to  pr  .cure  such  certificate,  and  that  the 
evidence  which  he  shall  eth r in  lieu  thereof, 
is  'he  best  which  he  is  aide  to  obtain. 

Furthermore,  in  all  the  cases  submitted  tn 
this  office,  every  claim  must  he  accompanied 
by  a statement  on  oath  be  eveiy  claiman',  ol 
all  sums  which  he  mav  have  received,  on  ac- 
c untof  such  claim,  from  any  officer,  agent 

r depai  tment  of  the  government  ol  the  U- 
mted  Slates,  and  where  he  ha9  received  noth- 
ing. that  fact  also  must  be  stated  on  oath  by 
him 

It  will  be  particularly  noted  by  claimants, 
that  the  preceding  rules  of  evidence  generally, 
and  more  especially  apply  to  claims  which 
-hall  not  exceed  in  amount  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, a special  c mmissioner  will  be  employed 
to  take  testimony;  but  in  these  cases,  as  far 
as  it  shall  be  practicable,  the  same  rules  of 
evidence  will  be  observed. 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  officers  or  agents 
of  the  United  States,  shall  have  taken  or  im- 
pressed property  for  the  military  service  nf 
ihe  Untied  Stales,  which  property  so  taken  or 
impressed,  shall  hav;  been  paid  for  by  them, 
out  of  their  private  funds,  or  the  value  there- 
of received  from  them  in  due  course  of  law, 
such  officers  or  agents  are  entitled  to  the 
same  re-muner.it  100  to  which  the  original  own- 
ers of  such  property  would  be  entitled,  if 
such  payment  or  recovery  had  n -t  heen  made, 
andean  settle  their  claims  at  this  office,  pro 
duemg  authentic  vouchers  for  such  payment 
or  recovery.  Nor  will  any  original  claimants 
be  paid  h.-ough  ibis  office,  till  they  release 
all  claims  against  such  officers  01  agen  s of 
the  United  Stales,  on  account  of  such  taking 
or  impressment 

l.i  every  ca9e,  no  claim  will  he  paid  but  to 
the  persons  originally  entitled  to  receive  the 
same  or,  in  case  of  Ins  death.  Ins  legal  repre- 
sentative, or  either  event,  attorney,  duly  ap- 
point, U-  W hen  attorneys  shall  he  employed, 
it  is  recommended  to  the  parties  interested,  to 
have  their  p wers  executed  111  due  form 

All  evidence  offeied  must  be  sworn  to,  ex- 
cept the  certificates  of  the  officers,  who  at  the 
time  of  giving  tnem,  shall  be  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States  before  some 
Judge  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  States 
or  Territories  of  the  United  Mules,  ir  mayor 
or  chief  magistrate  ot  any  City,  town  or  bo- 
rough within  the  same,  or  a justice  ot  the 
peace  of  any  state  or  territory  of  the  United 
States  duly  authorised  to  administer  oaths, 
which  authority  proof  must  be  furnished  ei. 
tiler  by  a certificate  under  the  seal  ot  any 
State  or  Territory  or  the  clerk  or  p. othonotary 
of  any  c urt  within  the  same.  Hut  the  seal  of 
any  city,  town  or  borough,  or  the  atte-tatfon 
of  any  Judge  of  the  United  States  will  re- 
quire nn  fu-  her  authentication
